Moose Jaw, Sask., Nov. 8.—A rather 
sensational rumor was current on the 
streets this morning but on invest!- 
gation the C.P.R. officials state that 
there is no connection with accident to 
No. 4 last Monday. It appears that 
last night before midnight, the lock on 
the main line switch which threw No. 
4, was broken. Terminal Superintend- | 
ent Halkett states that he does not 
lmake any connection with the previous 


jaceident and believes that the portion 
of the lock broken was due to a nat- 
ural defect. The switch locks are 
spring locks and it is one of tho s 
teeth which the spring operates which 
was broken. 

The switch itself was found to be 
in perfect order and had not been 
tampered with. The condition of the 
lock was discovered by a rear end 
brakeman who could not make the lock 
catch when he closed the switch after 
his train, The head-end brakeman be- 
Heves that the key was necessary to 
open switch but 1s not absolutely cer- 
tain.

THE WILLINGNESS TO DO 
THE PUBLIC’S THINKING. 

The Bulletin airs the view that to take-a plebiscite upon 
commission government at the forthcoming municipal elec- 
tion would be to thrust this question upon the electorate for 
decision before they had been educated thereon, and that the 
result of such a vole would be a snap verdict. 

The Journal, upon the street numbering system, takes 
the yiew that to submit the Short plan to a plebiscite would be 
to entrust the public to decide something upon which they had 
not deliberated to the extent necessary to an appreciation of 
the Short numbering system. 

Those who believe in direct legislation take the view that 
the electors should have the right at any and all times to 
express an opinion upon any question, and to give that ex- 
pression the force of law.

The willingness of such magnificent civic patriots as the 
Journal and the Bulletin to do the public’s thinking is equalled 
only by the solicitude of these publications lest the public some 
day invite disaster by venturing to refuse to permit the presid- 
ing geniuses thereof to officiate in that capacity.

SOMETHING WORTH REMEMBERING 
WHEN TALKING GAS. 

S The city of Calgary having tied itself up through a 25- 
year franchise with the Canada West Natural Gas Company 
on an agreement which permits the company to charge the 
householder 30 cents per thousand, net, the Calgary aldermen 
are now much exercised by the fact that other gas supply has 
been discovered much closer to the city, of which discovery 
the citizens are not getting the benefit. It is stated that four 
million feet of gas a day is escaping from the Dingman well 
alone, and in a council meeting recently it was freely stated, 
and not denied, that if the city had not tied itself up ina con- 
trict, but was now free to install its own pipe-line and dis- 
tribution system, that the householders would get xas not at 
30 cents which it is now paying the company, but at 5 cents 
a thousand feet. Calgary’s experience is worth remembering 
when Edmonton comes to make a gas agreement. 


A CONVINCING EXPRESSION 
OF CONFIDENCE IN ALBERTA. 

Harbor improvement plans for Vancouver call for the 
expenditure of sixty million dollars in preparation for the 
trade expected with the opening of the Panama canal. The 
Coast is evidently alive lo the possibilities of the new highway, 
and Vancouver looks forward to becoming one of the great 
ports of the continent. A. realization of these expectations is 
rontingent upon the development of the country from which 
the Coast expects to draw its trade, which means the prairies 
of Alberta. As the main part of the expenditures are being

spite of a population of 1,000,000 souls} Lauro Severlano Mueller, who recently 
the decrease annually of smallpox}made an extensive North American 


tour, was born half a century ago to- 
day, of German parents. Since the 
Inauguration of President Marshal 
Hermes de Fonseca three years ago 
this month, he has been Minister of 
Foreign affairs, the most important 
post in the Brazilian cabinet. He 
helped to abolish slayery In the South 
American republic, and was one of the 
fathers of the republic and signers of 
the constitution. Since the overthrow 
of the emptire in 1889, Dr. Mueller has 
been three times the governor of his 
native state of Santa Oataurina, and 
has served three terms In the House 
and two in the Senate. As premler of 
the cabinet he has been a leader in 
the preat movements. that have made 
Brazil one of the most prosperous 
countries on the map, and Rilo de Ja- 
noiro one of the world's magnificent 
capitals, 

Dr. Mueller {s 2 handsome man, of 
the Intellectual type, and speaks Ger- 
man, French, and with lesser faclll- 
ty, English, as well as the Portuguese 
of his native land. He has a yivid 
sense of humor, and his witty sallies 
have often conyulsed all Brazil with 
laughter. Tle ts a man of remarkable 
energy, and at one time he was not 
only the Brazilian Minister of Public 
Works, but also the head of the postal 
department, and in addition an active 
officer In the army, and In his Intervals 
of Igisure practiced his profession of 
civil engineer,

London Installs New Lord 

Mayor With Lavish Show. 

London's new Tord Mayor, Sir 
Thomas Vansittart Bowater, a wealthy 
paper dealer, will be sworn into of- 
fice today. The pageantry of the Lord 
Mayor's show, an annual affair to 
which all Londoners fond of pomp 
and display and quaint ceremonies look 
forward with cagerness, is usually held 
on the ninth of November, but as that 
date falls this year on a Sunday, the 
prograny will be carried out today and 
Monday. 

The Lord Mayor of London, . who 
rules over the circumscribed business 
section called “the city,” is tho recip- 
jent of a salary of $50,000 for the sin- 
gle year of his reign. ‘This {s a con- 
siderable sum, but the holder of the 
office is expected to spend at least 
| twice that much on banquets, recep- 
| tions and displays, or be forever dis- 
graced os a “tightwad.” 

The oMfce of Lord Mayor of Lon- 
aga dates from the year 1189, and the 
first Incumbent was Henry Fitzalwyn, 
who held the Job for 24 years. In 1214 
a new charter directed that the may- 
or be chosen annually, which has ever 
since been done. Sir David Burnett, 
who was elected In 1912, was the 700th 
Lord Mayor of London. In ancient 
tinies the Lord Mayor was entitled to 
a tithe of all the fruit brought into 
the clty for sale, and an annual tribute 
of fruit is still paid. 

The Lord Mayor's banquet is one of 
the lavish and costly features of the 
Installation ~program, Many mayors 
have spent their entire year's salary 
on this one “feed,” and it 1s recorded 
that In 1814 the Gulldhall feast, which 
was traced by the presence of the 
Prince Revent, afterward George IV., 
and the Emperor of Russia and the 
King of russia, cost the incumbent 
$125,000. In return for this lavish hos- 
pitnlity the Prince made the mayor a 
baronet on the spot. 

Mr, Popys, in his diary, tells of one 
Lord Mayor's banqnet Where “there 
were 10 good dishes to a mess, and 
plenty of wine of all sorts; but we 
had no napkins, no change of trench- 
ers, and drank out of earthen pitchers 
or wooden dishes.”

FIRST THINGS 


The first demonstration of the remark- 
able discovery popularly known as the 
“x-mas” was made by Dr, William Conrad 
Rontgen, a Dutch physicist, 18 years ago 
today, Nov. 6, 1805, The discoverer did 
not announce his method of “photographing 
the unseen” untll the following December, 
and the first full description was given to 
the world through the Berlin Physical So- 
clely arly in 1896, The discovery of 
“x-rays” appealed to the popular imagina- 
tion as no other scientific attatnment had 
done for yoars, and the press of the world 
devoted much space to the possible uses 
of the Rontgen rays, The Emperor of 
Germany called the discoverer to demons- 
trate the rays before him, and permitted a 
“shadowgraph” of the imperial arm to be 
taken, Nontgen’s discovery has been of 
great assistance to surgeons, and German 
and English physicists are now conducting 
experiments with x-rays that promise to 
shed @ new and brilliant light upon the 
structure of atoms and molecules.

Many 
millions of dollars are contemplated 
in these improvements which — look 


ahead for many years. 

But not so much {s heard of the im- 
provements for Vancouver and in this 
vicinity. However, though not a great 
deal has been said about it, Vancouv- 
ers schemes are probably larger in 
scope than any other one, and, unlike 
the others, they are not limited to a 
solitary plan, but are distributed and 
each has its own unit system —the 
Whole contemplating probably a heay-

(istics at the Vancouver Progress club

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POR SOCIALISM 


Paper Read at Social Demo- 
cratic Party’s Meeting on 
Thursday Evening. 


The following paper was read at the 
regular meeting of the Social Demo- 
cratic party in thelr meeting place on 
Fraser avenue, where visitors are cor- 
dially welcomed eyery Thursday eyven- 
Ing. 

The speaker prefaced the body of his 
remarks with a lengthy selection of 
definitions of socialism, amongst other 
sources being the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, Standard, Webster's and 
other dictionaries, and as time did not 
permit of the marshalling of many of 
the great writers on socialism, he 
closed his list with a quotation from 
the opening statement by Morris Hill- 
quit in the debate now proceeding on 
socialism tn Everybody's Magazine. Mr. 
Hillquit, of the American socialist 
party, who claims to represent inter- 
national socialism, in opposing Mather 
Ryan in above debate, says socialism 
advocates a reorganiziution of the exist- 
ing industrial system on the basis of 
collective or national ownership of the 
social tools. It demands that the con- 
trol of the machinery of wealth-pro- 
duction be taken from the individual 
capitalist and placed in the hands of 


writer of the puper sald that, of course, 
before you discussed reasons” for ‘a 
thing you must have some clear and 
definite idea of what that thing was, 


and he showed that there was quite a! 


loose way of using the word socialism. 
The general public, for instance, would 

scribe anybody or anything as 
“socialist” at times, from Lloyd George 


to the Panama canal, or the latest 
criminal, But a definition is certainly 
© necessity, and he submitted that 


whilst it should be as brief and simply - 
worded as possible without weakening 
it, it should nevertheless be insisted 
upon, and the concurrence or non-con- 
currence of any person with this defi- 
nition should place them as socialist 
or non-socialist. “We should at all 
times be prepared to give a reason for 
the faith that is in us,” and while hav- 
ing no use for the heresy-hunter, who 
{s usually a hypocrit or a bigot, and 
while pleading for the greatest pos- 
sible liberty as regards non-essentials, 
he ventured to suggest as a test aques- 
tion evolved from these various defl- 
nitions the following irreducible mini- 
mum, which js sufficiently comprehen- 
sive to Indicate the fundamentals of 
the sociallst program: “Socialism 
means the common ownership and 
democratic control of the whole means 
of life.” 

The reasons for socialism are, of 
course, as many and: different as there 
are people. The whole population of 
the world might be adduced as so many 
million reasons for socialism, but using 
the word now as the ideal we are aim- 
ing at, there is no lack of forcible 
reasons for its immediate instalment, 
though we are compelled to admit our 
powerlessness to hasten its coming, 
save by the process of education. 

As a reason for socialism let us con- 
sider the record of the system at pre- 
sent obtaining. Capitalism as a system 
of world-management {s nearing its 
end, and many profess to discover 
tangible signs of a speedy dissolution; 
but whether the climax be soon or late, 
it is already a failure in achieving what 
a universal plan should achleve—the 
greatest good for the greatest number, 
and more harm than good is neces- 
sarily bound up with its continued de- 


velopment. It even fails to perform 
the funetions claimed for it by its 
apologists. The regulation of industry, 


the maintenance of commerce, the ac- 
quisition of treasure, the adequate re- 
ward of struggle—on all these counts 
it has fallen down, and the world is 
ready for a change. We have: been 
told for years from most conservative 
sources of the 13,000,000 starving in the 
richest country of the world; we read 
of three-quarters of the whole popula- 
tion of the United States living below 
a moderate efliclency standard: of ten 
millions being in actual poverty while 
a lurid few are feverishly chasing fresh 
orgies of expenditure; of millions of 
school children being too poorly 
equipped physically to take advantage 
of even such poor education as the law 
demands, 

We have statistics to prove that the 
death roll of peace ts far heavier than 


that of war! In other words, the 
necessary and inevitable loss of Iife 
and limb under present methods of 


conducting industry is ,reater annually 
than the damage done by actual milt- 
tary operations in the same = propor- 
tionate time, 

We know of the infantile death-rate, 
so compuratively easy to prevent or 
minimise, but for commercialism; and 
we are aware that the employment of 
women and children Is a necessity, 
both from the employer’s and em- 
ployee’s point of view, so long as “buy 
cheap and sell dear?’ is our commonly 
accepted maxim. 

The incentives to effort offered hy 
capitalism appeal to the lowest traits 
of human nature—a human nature 
continually cheapened and coarsened 
by the system itself. Such education 
as is within the reach of the average 
child is mainly intended to fit it for a 
place in the vast army of wage-slaves, 
whose outlook is bounded by the fac- 
tory and whose gods are the idle rich— 
an education even then largely wasted 
because commercialism kiils it before 
maturity. Small wonder, then, at the 
paucity of our national  ideals—the 
utter absence in many causes of any 
public spirit or civic pride! 

The reason for socialism deducted 
from this has to be justified by show- 
ing that capitalism fails on principle. 
It is based on the assumption that in- 
dividual ownership of land and natural 
resources, private or corporate appro- 
priation of the results of labor, the 
payment of wages in lieu of the owner- 
ship of the product, ete.,, are all caleu- 
lated to produce the best results neces- 
sary to maintain law and order, and 
especially essential in order to protect 
the race from retrogression and decay. 
All this, of course, might be translated 
“To the victors belong the spoils,” and

selfish; but there are apologists for the 
present system, with certain modifica- 
tlons, and it is here that the socialist 
must stand alone, preaching a funda- 
mental change as necessary, @ repair- 
ing and tinkering as worse than use- 
ess. 

Surely {t Is demonstrable that the 
social evils of today are necessary por- 
tlongs of the system, Unemployment, 
for instance: words are wasted in at- 
tempting to bewail the continuance of 
this evil in a country where so much 
should be done, particularly; and truly 
it is seldom defended, only ridiculed, 
by those who do not seek to remove it, 
But the fact remains that it {9 an abso- 
lutely essential factor in the mainten- 
ance of capiatlist control! 

Remove the hungry army waiting out- 
side for the other man’s job; find use- 
ful work for the five per cent, always 
unemployed in every trade—and how 
long do you think starvation wages 
and long hours would last? Nay; if 
labor could demand its price, would it 
ask to be robbed?
